SUBJECT: FLOODS IN CENTRAL MOZAMBIQUE 

1. HEAVY RAINS IN CENTRAL MOZAMBIQUE HAVE CAUSED A NUMBER OF 
RIVERS TO RISE CONSIDERABLY DURING PAST WEEK, ESPECIALLY 
SAVE RIVER WHICH ENTERS SEA AT NOVA MAMBOOE. BY JANUARY 2, 
ABOUT 100,000 HECTARES NEAR THE RIVERMOUTH WERE REPORTED UNDER 
WATER, WITH SOME 8,000 RESIDENTS EVACUATED. RESCUE EEFORTS 
WERE, AS IS CUSTOMARY, DIRECTED BY PROVINCIAL SECRETARY OE 
COMMUNICATIONS QUEIROZ, AND EMPLOYED SERVICES OE SEVERAL 
DC-3'S AS WELL AS MILITARY AND CIVILIAN HELICOPTERS. THREE 
DEATHS HAVE BEEN REPORTED. BY JANUARY 6 SITUATION SEEMED 

FOR MOMENT TO BE IMPROVING, BUT PREDICTED HEAVY RAINS IN 
RHODESIA MAY WELL CAUSE RIVER TO RISE AGAIN. SOME 50 PER- 
CENT OF THE REGION'S RICE AND CORN REPORTED LOST. 

2. THERE HAS BEEN FLOODING IN RECENT DAYS, AS WELL, ALONG 
THE BUZI AND MAPUTO RIVERS. 

3. COMMENT: FLOODS ARE A EAR FROM UNCOMMON OCCURANCE IN 
MOZAMBIQUE, AND LOCAL EXPERTS ARE PREDICTING A WET YEAR. 

THE IMMEDIATE THREAT, HOWEVER, SEEMS TO BE RECEDING.
